No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record discloses the combination of the limitations presented including 
the CPA device having the locking and retention beams and the disposition of the latch (retention) 
assembly portions of the first (plug) connector regarding the components of the CPA device (claims 1 , 9, 
and 16) plus the operative portion of the latch assembly being accessible at the stage of the connectors 
complete mating with the CPA device mounted (claim 9).
